Som e Erroneous Idea* 
On C u rren t T ax Plans 


AN ERRONEOUS IDEA Appears to ob­ 
tain with respect to the pay-as-you-go plan 
of federal income 
taxation, 
for 
which 
W ashington reports growing 
support 
in 
congressional circles. 
This is th at the tax­ 
payer would be relieved, scot free of the 
paym ent of his 1942 taxes due in 1943 and 
th u s experience a windfall. 
But. the for­ 
giving of 1942 taxes would not relieve the 
taxpayers of payments. They would m ere­ 
ly, experience a bit of bookkeeping with 
th e chances that, with another change in 
the taxing base they would be paying even 
greater taxes in 1943 on the current basis 
tnan that accruing from the 1942 basis, 
w ith some exceptions, 
In fact, the presi­ 
dent's budget m essage, disclosing the need 
for much larger tax paym ents, banishes all 
hope of any tax reductions or w indfalls 
w hile this costly war is going on. 
Another 
Idea 
some 
tax 
authorities 
brand as erroneous is the supposition, to 
which President Roosevelt adheres in giving 
his “qualified” indorsem ent to the plan, 
that the Treasury departm ent would be out 
to the extent of the total of the 1942 taxes 
lf they are forgiven. They declare there is 
sound reason for believing that th e im ­ 
m ediate result of shifting the tax calendar 
should, if anything, prove a w indfall for 
the Treasury. 
T his is posted on the n a ­ 
tional incom e, estim ated at $115 billions 
for 1942 and S135 billions for 1943 
It is 
pointed out that a given schedule of taxes 
would naturally yield more from the larger 
national Income. 
For possible form ulas for w hat could 
be invoked in transferring the federal in ­ 
come tax paym ents to a current baal* are 
discussed by the N e w York Herald Tribune. 
“The first,” it says, “is to make a clean-cut 
Job of It., as proposed In the Ruml plan 
'now in Congress in bills Introduced by 
Representative Carlson and Senator Cap­ 
per* and forget 1942 taxes. 
The second is 
to ignore 1942 taxes until after the war, 
and then make up this highly theoretical 
'deficit’ in subsequent 
revenue 
measures, 
spreading repaym ent over a period of. say. 
tw enty or tw enty-five years (the period, 
roughly speaking, during which the Treas­ 
ury would absorb the loss resulting from 
the dropping of 1942 taxes). 
The third is 
a variation of the second. 
Under 
this 
formula part of the 1942 taxes would be for­ 
gotten, and the rest would be postponed. 
as in the second formula. 
Finally, there is 
the form ula which the Treasury has put 
forward as its ‘com prom ise’ with the Ruml 
plan. 
T his is the formula tinder which 
part of the 1942 taxes would be forgotten 
and the rest atfded to the current year’s 
tax bill.” 
Tile Herald Tribune believes that of the 
four plans, the first is the simplest, mast 
logical and most sensible. 
“Nor can there 
be any question.” It says, ‘‘that of the three 
choices the last Is the least defensible, since 
it would put an unconscionable burden on 
the taxpayer by requiring that he pay all 
of one year's taxes and a part of another’s 
w ithin a -ingle year. 
The other two for­ 
m ulas.” it adds, “while harmle-.s enough, 
represent rather absurd hair splitting in an 
attem pt to solve 
a 
Treasury 
‘problem’ 
which 
In 
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sled 
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a more careful scrutiny of all governm ental 
war expenditures. 
We must not stint our 
fighting forces, but we must be sensible in 
supplying the whole war program. 
The third necessity is that of tax re­ 
vision. 
The pay-as-you-go plan may help, 
but there m ust be new as well as added 
taxes 
The question 
requiring profound 
study Is just how much more the civilian 
econom y can stand, particularly in view of 
the fact that so many thousands of sm all 
business concerns which have hitherto paid 
'axes will, by reason of their loss of busi­ 
ness. not be paying any this or next year, 
As the Victory tax has .spread the pay­ 
m ents among ?he people, so will the new 
exactions have to be spread. 
Otherwise the 
needed yield will not be forthcom ing 
In 
view of the new burden, it is difficult to 
see how a - ales t x can be avoided. 
The fourth necessity, of course, is the 
necessity for further deprivations and sac­ 
rifices among the people. 
Herein the factor 
of morale is im portant and this m eans that 
these sacrifice- must be made as bearable 
•at d as equitable as possible. 
The people 
will respond patriotically to all dem ands 
for supporting the armed forces, but they 
will insist, as they have the right to do, that 
In being subjected to these deprivations, 
the governm ental m achinery shall be made 
to do likewise and that all political objec­ 
tives be laid aside for the duration. 


Delay in North Africa 
Is Aiding the Allies 


AS Lieut Gen. Mark Clark develops his 
r> w American Fifth army in North Africa, 
the time nears when it will be ready for a 
m ajor action. 
W hether that action is in 
Africa, or closer to Germany depends on 
how Gen. Montgomery's 
British 
Eighth 
army, which Is pushing westward, and Gen, 
Eisenhower’s 
Anglo-American 
troops 
in 
Tunisia, succeed in 
defeating 
Rommel's 
force and also the strongly .supported Ger­ 
man delaying units in Tunisia. 
Rains and a mud equally as bad as 
that of the last w ars H anders are now 
holding up Allied efforts In Tunisia. 
But 
the delay favors the strengthening of all 
United Nations forces, including the F ight­ 
ing French. 
The Germans certainly know som ething 
of w hat is coming 
They are now fortifying 
the southern coast of France to a depth of 
sixty miles, which is a very extensive cush­ 
ion for resisting a landing force. They are 
sowing mines wherever they control the 
M editerranean, 
particularly 
around Sar­ 
dinia and Sicily and in the Aegean. 
Allied 
reconnaissance shows great activity in the 
A xis-held Dodecanese and Aegean islands, 
and the Allies have already begun the pre­ 
lim inary bombings of Crete. 
Sim ilarly, Cyprus, im m ediately east of 
Crete, is being prepared as a base for the 
Allies. 
M alta, the heroic rock of British 
resistance, which stands squarely across the 
Axis supply lines to Tripoli and Tunisia, is 
getting its most impressive air supply. The 
Turks are being reminded that the Dode­ 
canese m ight be theirs again (they were 
seized by Italy in 1911) lf only Turkey will 
be sensible when called upon for action by 
the Allies. 
At any tim e naval and air action to 
reduce the Italian fortress islands of Pan- 
telleria and Lampedusa 
may 
be 
taken. 
M eanwhile, Gibraltar and Suez are so se­ 
curely closed that no Axis surface ship may 
run their waters 
T hat the Germ ans have 
not already attem pted a coup in Spanish 
Morocco is a tribute to Gibraltar’s power 
and a lertn ess 
if Spain Is to be forced off 
a technically neutral perch, then the Be- 
learies, in the western M editerranean, will 
also come in for active attention. 


Chile appears to be weathering suc­ 
cessfully another ‘ im m inent break” with 
the Axis. 
Chile is determined not to take 
precipitate action.

causes of present skyrocketing of 
Juvenile delinquency. 
We observed 
that relatively few children today 
are learning at home to be thrifty 
and self-sacrificing and 
that for 
this lack their parents are respon­ 
sible. 
There are some obvious rea- j 
sons. 
1. Many parents faced suddenly; 
with big wages are spending them j 
on luxuries (some on riotous liv­ 
ing*, saving little or nothing for the 
future 


2. 
We recently passed through a 
period when the slogan was, 
Don’t, 
save; spend, spend into prosperity.” 


3. 
In the depth of the depres­ 
sion the savings of many children 
an dtheir parents were lost in de­ 
funct banks 
“W hy save?" many 
said and believed Thrift as a moral 
virtue was no longer held aloft. In ­ 
deed, no trait requiring effort and 
self-sacrifice has had much empha­ 
sis in our whole educational philoso­ 
phy.

The fashion among parents is 
not to deny a child what bus play ­ 
mates have lest he feel inferior. No

dren are restrained, especially in 
the early years, 
When the child earns a salary his 
parents should require him to con- 
ribute to his own support and that 
of the family, and to limit what he 
spends for luxury' to a definite small 
amount.
